Both army offi- 
cers and civilians, he said, consider the com- 
mission an abject failure. 
He also expressed it as his opinion’ that 
had the American troops had the benefit of 
an entire dry season instead of only half 
that time, and had the Peace commission 
kept away, the _ insurrection practically 
would have been subdued by the beginning 
of the rainy season.

The liberality 
of the conditions offered they regarded as 
proof, and when to this were added the gen- 
erally fussy attentions which were showered 
upon the Filipino representatives when they 
came to Manila to meet the American com- 
missioners, they felt sure the latter had 
had enough of fighting and all that was 
necessary to win was to keep up the contest. 
Army officers generally predicted that these 
results would follow, and many of them were 
outspoken in their condemnation of the 
commission. Mr. Schurman was confident, 
however, that when once the natives had 
come to a thorough understanding of the 
purposes of this country they would cease to 
follow the insurgent leaders, but I imagine 
even he now knows that his commiseion, in- 
stead of helping to restore peace, has oper- 
ated to bring about a vigorous continuance 
of the war. 

“The best proof of this is shown in the 
fact that up to the time the commission 
began to hold conferences with the insur- 
gents the latter were thoroughly demoral- 
ized. Their operations were conducted with- 
out any spirit, and by the many deserters 
who came to our lines and by prisoners as 
well the statement was generally made that 
their forces were rapidly disintegrating. 

* But see what a change has come as soon 
as their leaders have had the opportunity of 
impressing upon the minds of their followers 
the Filipino interpretation of the Peace 
commission’s proposition. The insurgents, 
instead of conducting a spiritless defense, 
have assumed the offensive and have been 
making a more vigorous campaign than at 
any time since the outbreak of hostilities.

He said: I have come to New York to 
defend my sister’s fair name, as any brother 
would. When we saw the notice of Mr. 
Gaynor’s wedding to a Miss Pitney of Wash- 
ington in the newspapers we caused to be 
published the notice of his marriage to my 
sister in 1890. 

“We did this with a view to setting her 
right before the public. We have directed 
the same notice to be published at our home, 
in Fayetteville. It is our desire now to let 
the matter drop until Colonel Gaynor re- 
turns to this country.

We are sure of our position in this matter.

DRAINAGE DISTRICT WATER POWER. 
The year is not quite half gone and the 
gas lighting appropriation for the entire 
ear has been used up. Wither the gas 
lamps will have to be turned off during the - 
next six months or the municipal authori- 
ties will have to adhere to the policy of 
more than doubtful legality of keeping the 
lamps burning, running in debt for gas, and 
letting the company get a judgment on 
which interest will have to be paid. If the 
municipality had the use of the water power 
to be developed on the line of the drainage 
channel the city could be electrically lighted 
at trifling expense. Chicago would be inde- 
pendent of the gascompany. It would save 
nearly a million dollars which it pays for 
gas. The municipal authorities would not 
be compelled to break the law annually in 

order to keep the streets lighted. 

If the water power controlled by the san- 

itary district is leased to the city fora nom- 

inal sum as is proposed the revenues of the 

district will be decreased, but the expendi- 

tures of the city will be decreased far more, 

for no rental which the drainage trustees 

can get from private parties will approach 

the sums the city will be able to save if 

enabled to use the water power for its own 

purposés.

A practical problem faces Judge Tuthill 
in the fact that there is no proper place 
of detention pending hearing for the cases 
of juvenile delinquents under 16 years of 
age, which, beginning with July 1, he is to 
dispose of.

The Church of the Epiphany, 
boulevard and Adams street, is 'to have u 
silver service that will be unique, in Chicago 
at least. It will be made from the contri- 
butions of more than a hundred of ita mem- 


‘ bers—not of money, but of silver in the form 


of ornaments, tableware, toilet articles, 
helriooms, and in all sorts of shapes. The 
first idea was to secure enough for the manu- 
facture of a chalice, but the responses to the 
rector's call were so ready and so numerous 
that three additional pieces are being made. 
an the first Sunday after Trinity the rec- 
„the Rev. J. H. Hopkins, asked for the 
— *. The church needed an additional 
chalice, and rather than ask contributions of 
money to purchase one he suggested. that 
many of the families of the congregation 
had pieces of solid silver upon their tables 
or elsewhere in their homes for which they 
had no particular need, and that these be 
given to the church to be melted and shaped 
into a chalice. In this the significance of the 
pieces as mem would not be lost, the 
rector suggested, but merely merged, and 
gain added significance in their new form. 
The responses were surprising. Almost 
every one seemed to be able to find a piece 
of silver—some found pieces hundreds of 
years old—which they turned over to the 
rector. Most of the pieces were small; they 
were mainly spoons, brooches, bracelets, salt 


boxes, and other little articles, but their 


total, including a few larger pieces, made a 
goodly stoék of silver for melting and re- 
modeling. They were turned over to a manu- 
facturing jeweler, and the new silver service 
K to be ready for use in a short 


The custom is said to be an old one among 
the churches in England, but it is compara- 
tively new in this country. The members of 
the Rev. Mr. Hopkins’ congregation had 
never heard of it before, and the novelty of 
the undertaking added haste and generosity 
to their gifts. The service is to be for use 
upon the lesser ceremonial occasions. The 
church has an — . — service which is 
used upon communion Sundays, and the new 
pieces are to be used for other events calling 


for them. 


A set of silver that had been in use in this 


church was stolen several years ago, just 


after it had been used in communion service. 
It was in charge of the rector, who kept it at 
his house and carried it back and forth when 
needed in a baize bag. On this occasion he 


left it lying on a table at his house after re-. 


turning from the church, and there it Was 
found by a thief who entered through a win- 
dow and escaped with his booty. 

The members of the church have eke 
great interest in the project for securing a 
silver service of this composite significance, 
and it is probable that the additional pieces 
to complete a full service may be furnished in 
a like manner within a short time. 

Although, the new set will be of plain ex- 
terior it will have more charm for those 


whose contributions helped to make it than 


the more ornate one which was merely pure | 
chased with money. 


WILL MUSIC HALL BE READY?

Cincinnati, O., June ö 
the Singerfest Hall be ready? This is the 
stion being asked by every one, and so 
lematical is the reply that many a 
worthy Cincinnatian shakes his head and 
ehrugs his shoulders when asked ft. Persons 
ho went out yesterday to the big white 
Iding near the Zoo, considerable 
climbing, crawling, and wading about the 
were convinced that if the building is 
finished in time for the concert next Wednes- 
day the contractors will have accomplished 
one of the most colossal bits of hustling ever 

evitnessed. 


The outer walls are completed and are 
attractive in their coat of white paint, but. 


pf doors or windows there is as yet not a 


sign. And inside the building all is con- 
fusion. Scaffolding is everywhere, and 
stairways, partitions, cloak-rooms are all 
in a state of incompleteness. The large 
corridor around the three sides of the audi- 
tortum has as yet no floor, and yesterday 
the pouring rain that was falling made this 
broad passageway a succession of ponds and 
puddles of soft clay mud. The auditorium 
itself is still a mass of scaffolding, and the 


great dome which rises above the center of 


the building is entirely without roof. 

When it is realized that this roof over a 
dome the diameter of whose lower circle is 
138 feet is yet to be put on; that windows and 
doors are to be hung; that the floors in halls 
and corridors are to be laid; and that seats 
for an audience of over 10,000 and for a 
chorus and orchestra of over 4,000 are to be 
put in place, and this all before Wednesday 
evening, the question “will Sitingerfest 
Hall be ready?’ is not asked without reason. 

e head contractor says the building will 
be Completed Tuesday night, but he would 
not tell how he was going to accomplish it. 

It may be ready Tuesday morning even,“ 
he said confidently, and then spoke of his 
joy at the prospect of “ going away from 
the thing as soon as it is done.“ 
I've had all — 
long while,” he : 
The difficulties encountered have been 
many. In the first place, the lot which was 
proffered the Singerfest committee, 
although desirably located, is of a shape 


that made it necessary to place the audito- 


rium diagonally in the building, and although 
this arrangement left good spaces for en- 
trances, lobbies, and cloakrooms, it made 
the construction of the building more com- 
plicated and More expensive.

Trade Balance Settled, 

It has been the belief among well informed 
financiers that Europe was indebted to the 
United States to the extent of perhaps $100,- 
000,000 in the way of an unsettled trade bal- 
ance. Statistics show the exports from the 
United States have been largely in excess of 
the imports. Bills of exchange accumu- 
lated so rapidly during the winter months 
that many banks found it impossible to make 
use of their balances on the other side, and, 
rather than have gold shipped in settlement 
of these balances, the banks loaned the 
money at low rates of interest in European 
money centers. One Chicago bank had more 
than $5,000,000 loaned, principally in Ham- 
burg, Frankfort, and Berlin. The lowering 
of the rates of interest in European money 
centers has gradually brought about a settle- 
ment of these loans, and now there is little 
money standing to the credit of American 
banking insfitutions in Europe. The ad- 
vance in the quotations for American securi- 
ties has unquestionably led to the sale of 
‘large blocks of stock for European account. 
As is usually the case where there is a long- 
continued bull movement in Wall street 
European investors part with their holdings 
of American securities in the belief that a 
subsequent decline will enable them to re- 
purchase at a profit. While there are no 
statistics available showing the amount of 
these securities which have been sent over 
to this country, it is unquestionably large: 
This probably accounts for the settlement of 
a good portion of the jibe 2 trade bal- 
ance.
